One of the most Interesting activi- 


ties was the campaign against oat 
ttraut. which, It is estimated, saved 
fayette farmers a total of $5.097. 
In 


regard to the campaign 
the 
report 
says: 


"Twenty meetings were held In dif- 


ferent communities with a total at- 
cndanee of 6T7 persons relalve to the 
oats smut condition, explaining at each 
Meeting the loss which was Insured 
in the county during the past year and 
the money necessary to eradicate this 
low. , 


"During the course of the 20 meet- 


Ings 365 pints ot formalin was pur- 
chased by farmers and distributed In 
.the county as the first step to eradi- 
cate the oats smut. Curing'the sum- 
mer of 1916, £0 Holds of oats which 
were treated with formalin and GO 
fields ot oats which were sowed with 
untreated seed, were visited and the 
percentage determined as to smutted 
and unstnuttetl heads. _ In most cases 
where the formalin was used property 
. there were no smut noticed, while In 
fields of oats where untreated seed 
was sown on the average of 13% was 
found smutted, while In some cases 
the percentage ran as high as 30%. 


"Later in tho season cards asking 


for information relative to tho value 
derived from the? formalin was sent 
to the different farmers who purchased 
•'the formalin. 
Fifty-three users re- 


ported on bats smut. Each user re- 
ported on an average ot 13 acres sown 
with treated seed." 


Although the fruit business In Fay- 


ette county is not one of the most Im- 
portant agricultural projects, it was 
deemed advisable to conduct pruning 
and spraying demonstrations In differ- 
ent sections of the county. 


A blue grass demonstration was also 


conducted, but very little data of Im- 
portance has yet been obtained from 
the work, as It was only started In tho 
spring ot 1916. 


Corn variety tests were also con- 


ducted ns were corn growing contests. 
The reason for the orgnntsitttlon of the 
corn clubs is given by Mr. Daugherty 
in the following words:

confronting 
agriculture In 
Fayette 


county Is the scarcity of farm labor 
and. the fact that at least S67<) of tho 
boys born and reared on farms are 
leaving the farm, securing positions at 
the coke Works when from 18 to 20 
years of age.
